Fresh Water Fishing 


Atlantic salmon —- found in most rivers emptying into the Atlantic, 
the Bay of Fundy or Northumberland Strait. Some of the better 
waters are: Midway, St. Mary's, La Have, Margaree, Annapolis, 
Mersey, Tusket, Clyde, Musquodoboit, Tangier and Gold Rivers 
and a large number of smaller streams such as Ingram, East 
River, Middle River, Little Salmon, Gates Brook, Ship Harbor, 
Moser's, ‘East River Sheet Harbor and West River Sheet Harbor. 


Landlocked salmon - smaller edition of the Atlantic salmon are 
found in Grand Lake (known as the Grand Lake Watershed) also 
in Springfield, Horseshoe, Beaver Bank, Waverley River and 
Lake William, as well as lakes of the Dartmouth chain nearest 
Waverley. 


Sea trout - here are the best streams: Musquodoboit, Moser, Salmon, 
Ecum Secum, St. Mary's, Margaree, North River and Gaspereaux 
Brook, Clyburn Brook. There are also several good streams on 
the South Shore of the Province and along the Eastern Shore 
and Northumberland Strait. 


Rainbow trout - several lakes in the Province have been systemati- 


cally stocked. 


Rumsey Lake and Sunken Lake offer the best rainbow fishing. 


Brown trout - originally planted in Guysborough River and are also 
taken in the Salmon and Cornwallis Rivers. 


Lake trout - some of the best lakes are: Dollar, Tangier, Wright's, 
Pockwack, Cloud, Sherbrooke. 


Striped Bass - the popularity of this species continues to grow. 
The greatest number are caught in the Annapolis River. Other 
good rivers are: Shubenacadie, Gaspereaux, Bear Bass, Five 


Islands.

This Province has much to offer to fisherman in the way of salmon, 
trout, black bass, landlocked salmon and deep-sea fishing. The 
following are some of the best waters for: 


Salmon: 

' Main Southwest Miramichi, with its tributaries such as 
the Northwest Miramichi, Cains, Bartholomew, Dungarvon, 
Renour, Sevogle. The St. John River and the best known 
pools are Hartt's Island Pool, and pools at Bath, 
Bristol, Hartland, Perth and Andover. The Tobique 
River with its tributaries such as the Campbell, Serpen- 
tine, Mamozekel and Sisson Rivers. The Restigouche 
with the Upsalquitch and Kedgwick as tributaries, and 
also in the following rivers: Nepisiquit, Tabusintac, 
Magaguadavic, Kennebecasis and Nashwaak. Many of the 
salmon waters in New Brunswick are leased to clubs and 
individuals, and an inquiry to the New Brunswick Depart- 
ment of Land and Mines at Fredericton will bring infor- 
mation on waters under lease and those open to public 
fishing.

Arctic Grayling 
may be taken with flies in practically all Yukon streams. Lake 
Trout, Northern Pike, Whitefish, Rainbow Trout will be found in 
most waters.

Northwest Territories 


Waters throughout the Northwest Territories offer some of the 
finest sport fishing to be found anywhere. The main species are 
lake trout, pike, grayling and Arctic char. At present, the most 
popular area among visiting sport-fishermen is the Great Slave 
Lake region around Yellowknife because there are accommodation 
and other facilities available. Yellowknife has two different 
sections known as the Old Town and New Town. The Ingraham Hotel 
is situated in New Town and the Yellowknife Hotel is located in 
Old Town.
